Details of Pit or Foundation for Rceular Turntables

The bottom of the pit is grooved to drain water from center to outer 
edge of pit into a gutter, from which it is carried into a bell trap at outer edge of 
gutter. The Washrack Extension Turntable is fitted at outer edge with perforated 
floor plates, which are easily removed^ opening up the gutter or drain, enabling you 
to quickly and easily clean it.
